Messenger publishes the following: Gen- 
eral Kamoroff reports that In consequence 
of hostile manifestations by Afghans he was 
compelled to attack them, 
The Afghans 


were posted upon both banks of the river 
Kuskh in fortified positions. The fight occurred 
on tbe SOtb of March. Tbe Afghan force con- 
sisted ot roar thousand men with eight guns. 
They were defeated with a loss of five hun- 
dred men. All their artllleiy, two standards 
of banners and tbe entire camp outfit and all 
tbe provisions of tbe Afghans were captured. 
The -Russian loss was three subalterns and 
ten soldiers killed *nd twenty nine wounded.

Nineteenth Cculurj. 


The ancient wealth of Egypt rm e\er been 


In its crop of earn 
As surely as the seasons 


come round, so surely has the Mle ti!,en jear 
by ye.tr. From the earliest time has the val- 
ley of the Nile been divided by earthen em- 
twnknjents Into a succession of great Jlats, 
measuring ocmsloitally as much as 100,000 
acres 
Tbe rising Hood is diverted by a series 


of short canals into these flats, where the wa 
ter stands two or ttirco foot until it has soak- 
ed thesoll and deposited its rich alluvia! mud. 
By this time tbeNlle hmj subsided. The dry- 
ing mud Is rudely plowed and sown, and four 
or five months after the crop Is reaped. No 
rain b»fl fallen on it, but the soil has boon 
sufficiently «aturated to require no further 
watering. A rich crop is produced, but by 
this system only one crop in a year, and 
during the summer months, when, from its 
latitude and temperature, one might expect 
Egypt to be yielding subtropical fruits, the 
empty fields He baked ana patched 
Muham- 


medAli Fasna, whose genius nud energy 
created modem Egypt, soon recognized that 
more might be obtained out of the g^H than 
this one crop of wheat or beans. He set h 
work, therefore, In Lower Egypt to deepen 
the c*na(R, so that they should How In low as 
well M high Nile. TII« people were not long 
In discovering tbe benefits this conferred on 
them. Pumps and water wheels soon lined 
the bank* of the canals. Egypt became 
knonii ns a cotton-producing country, and 
during the American civil war, 20 j ears ago, 
w««ith poured into it
